NEW SCHOOL BEING 


During the past five years I have 
visited practically every mental hos- 
pital in Canada at least once a year 
and some oftener than that, and I 
can state diaglusively that very few, 
if any, of those in Canadimimnenta. 
hospitals are not in need of treat- 
ment of some sort. 

It is true that most mental hos- 
pitals contain many who. should be 
cared for in some other type of in- 
stitution, or in the community. Es- 
pecially in the east, they contain 
large numbers of elderly persons 
whose mental disabilities, while not 
serious, are such that they require 
some care and attention. For their 
own sakes, , and in the best interests 
of the hospitals, they should be cared 
for elsewhere, but many of them 
have no relatives, or else have rela- 
tives unable to support them. So, in 
lieu of.a betfer place, they eventually 
arrive at the mental hospital, and 
there they stay. :; 

A smaller group, composed of 
chronic alcoholics and drug addicts, 
have also no proper place in a mental 
hospital: Since, however, in the 
great majority of cases, they are un- 
able to get along in the community 
without trouble’ to themselves or 
others, they, too, frequently find their 
way to the mental hospital. One of 
the great needs at present is for the 
establishment of suitable institutions 
for the scientific study of alcoholism 
and drug addiction and for the care 
and treatment of persons so afflicted. 

Although Canadian mental hospit- 
als compare favorably with those in 
other countries, many improvements 
still remain to be made, but there is 
no ground for the common belief that 
they are used to deprive any one im- 
properly of his liberty.

81st Birthday 

One of the members of the first 
Wolseley expedition to Red River 
in the year 1870, 2. today celebrating 
his Sist birthday. The gentleman is 
W. S. Volume, a resident with his 
daughters, Miss Catherine S. Volume, 
and Mrs. Harold Saddler, at 524 
Spence street, and he is enjoying the 
best of health, \-howing a fine optim- 
istic spirit, a steady hand and an un- 
trammelled mind when he visited the 
Free Press office Friday. 

"Mr. Volume was born in Kirriemuir, 
Forfarshire, Scotland, August 8, 1850. 
Twenty years later he was living in 
weitern Ontario, when he heard the 
call for volunteers to go to Fort 
Garry to “deal” with Louis Riel, who 
had fomeénted a rebellion along the 
Red river south of the fort. 

There were several companies in 
the battalion which was organized 
commanded by Colonel. Jarvis, the 
No. 4 company in which Mr, Volume 
was a member being commanded by 
Captain Daniel H. McMillan, now Sir 
Daniel McMillan, who is still one of 
Winnipeg’s honored citzer.. It took 
the battalion three months to reach 
Fort Garry. Coming along the Daw- 
son reute as far as the Lake of the 
Woods, the expedition crossed the 
lake to the source of the Winnipeg 
river. Sixty-one years ago the Win- 
nipeg river was redundant with 
waterfalls a. it is today and over 40 
portages were necessary before the 
mouth was reached, Three portages 
were made at the Seven Sisters Rap- 
ids. 

Entering Traverse bay at the mouth 
of the Winnipeg, the men set their 
sails and passed by what i; now the 
eastern part of Victoria Beach Island. 
They went on farther north and 
skirted Elk Island, known then as 
Big Island, came along the western 
shore of Victoria Beach, ‘and the 
present Grand Beach to reach the 
mouth of the Red. It was an old 
voyageur’s water trail, long uved by 


early French missionaries and traders :

The Scotch settlers who settled to ut 


what is now Kildonan, came to 
Red river by Hudson Bay, the Nels. 
river and Lake Winnipeg.

to Fort Garry and Mr. Volume again 
enlisted, later receiving the rank of 
Sergeant Major.

After 
his second di.charge Mr. Volume en- 
gaged in the transport service along 
the Dawson route southeast of Win- 
nipeg by which many new settlers 
were coming to Manitoba. The years 
1874, 1875 and 1876 were spent in 
that work, when the route a a pro- 
posed railway line also, was aban- 
doned. In 1877 he joined the service 
of Joseph Whitehead, at Cross Lake, 
where the present Canadian Pacific 
railway line was being built towards 
Winnipeg. After he had completed 
his engagement with Mr. Whitehead 
Mr. Volume went east again where 
he remained 10 years, returning to 
Winnipeg in 1893 and joining the 
Canadian Pacific railway service. 
He remained with the until 
he reached the age limit when be _ 
was retired on a pension since which 
time he’ has lived retired, ‘Sut in - 
many respects, an active life.

Canada’s air mail service is carry- 
ing on. Out of a total of 704 trips 
Scheduled during the three months 
ending June 30, 1932, only 24 were 
cancelled, according to the quarterly 
report of the Civil Aviation Branch 
just issued. 

The total mileage scheduled during 
the period was 94,374, and of this 
89,440 was actually flown. The 
speedy air mail planes carried a total 
of 82,711 pounds of mail during the 
period under review. 

Air mail service in the Sioux Look- 
out and Mackenzie River areas was 
100 per cent. efficient. Between 
Winnipeg and Pembina,efficiency was 
97.8, while between Montreal and Al- 
bany it was 91 per cent. perfect.

PLANTING HERBACEOUS 
PERENNIALS 


In the milder sections of the coun- 
try most perennials can be planted 
successfully until quite late in fall, 
but where the winters are severe care 
should be taken so that planting is 
finished several weeks before the 
ground is hard frozen and a mulch of 
Straw or other suitable material ap- 
plied. 

Perennials that have been grown 
from seed sown in spring and trans- 
planted during the summer should be 
ready to put in their permanent! 
places in September. If the ground is 
dry water thoroughly so that the 
soil adheres to the roots when the 
plants are lifted. If planting in a 
border, group three to five plants of 
each variety together leaving ample 
Space so that each plant can develop 
to its full size. 


Tris plants can be divided quite late 
in September although July and Aug- 
ust are generally considered the best 
time to do this. At the Central Ex- 
perimental Farm we have found that 
iris plants generally begin to show 
Signs of failing after three or four 
years. When the flowers begin to 
grow small the plant should be dug 
up and the oldest parts of the rhiz- 
ome discarded. Pieces witn severa] 
fans of good healthy leaves should be 
chosen and three or four can be 
planted about a foot apart in a clump 
in a large border. In a small border 
a single division is sometimes suffici- 
ent. The soil where they have to al 
should be well dug and some bone 
meal added before replanting. The 
roots should be made firm but the 
rhizomes should be just at the sur- 
face of the soil. A sunny position 


Should be chosen for the tall beard- 
ed varieties, 


Peony can Stay in the same place 
for many years, but in time the flow- 
ers begin to fail and grow smaller 
than they used to do. When this oc- 
curs it is time to move and divide 
them. September js the best season 
to do this.
